The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  10:10  a.m.  with  President  Camelio  presiding. 

Secretary-Treasurer  Loughlin  then  read  the  Council  prayer. 

President  Camelio  then  suspended  the  regular  order  of   business. to  take  up  the 
communication  received  from  Joseph  F,  Sweeney,  Vice  Pres.,  MSLC,  submitting  his 
resignation  and  recommending  Michael  L.  Grieco,  President  of  Local  1365  CWA  to 
.1  the  vacancy  in  District  III. 
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rretary-Treasurer  Loughlin  read  the  communication  from  Vice  President  Sweeney  and 
Ca  motion  was  made  by  Executive  Vice  President  Sullivan  to  accept  Vice  President 
Sweeney's  resignation  and  to  thank  him  for  the  contributi-dn  he  has  made  to  the 
Council.   It  was  so  voted. 

A  motion  was  then  made  by  Executive  Vice  President  Sullivan  which  was  seconded  to 
accept  the  recommendation  of  the  Executive  Officers  to  seat  Brother  Michael  L.  Grieco 
with  voice  and  vote  to  fill  the  vacancy  as  Vice  President  in  District  III.   It  was 
so  voted. 

The  oath  of  office  was  then  administered  by  President  Camelio  to  Brother  Grieco  and 
the  Council  members  extended  their  congratulations. 

The  Minutes  of  the  December  19th  meeting  were  accepted  as  written.

LEGIvSLATIVE  DEPARTMENT  REPOOT  ' 

Director  Broyer  reported  that  all  of  the  bills  have  been  filed  and  that  they  will  be 

before  Commerce  and  Labor.   He  stated  that  Commerce  and  Labor  hearings  will  be  held

o  jTuesday  and  Thursday.   He  reported  that  the  Council  didn't  file  a  6-week  strike 
bill  this  year,  but  that  one  has  been  filed  by  two  representatives,  which  will  be 
heard  on  February  11th.   He  also  reported  that  the  Lock  Out  Bill  will  be  heard  on 
February  11th.   He  stated,  that  there  are  4  or  5  bills  for  which  no  hearing  dates 
have  been  set.   Director  Broyer  stated  that  the  bill  filed  by  Mr.  Muther  and  him 
would  permit  the  Commissioner  of  Labor  and  Industries  in  emergencies  to  extend 
hours.   He  reported  that  this  bill  has  been  filed  since  Director  Callahan  was  the 
Commissioner.   He  then  distributed  to  the  Executive  Officers  a  copy  of  the  bill. 

Director  Broyer  reported  that  he  had.  appeared  and  went  on  record  in  favor  of  the 
Martin  Luther  King  bill.   He  stated  that  he  opposed  the  bill  which  would,  allow 
the  police  to  give  tickets  instead  of  warnings  because  of  the  bus  drivers,  truck 
drivers,  and  others. 

Director  Broyer  reported  that  he  will  be  hospitalized  next  Tuesday  for  a  few  days, 
but  that  Mr.  Clifton  will  be  handling  the  Legislative  Department.   He  stated,  that 
he  didn't  expect  anything  controversial  to  come  up.   He  reported  that  a  letter  has 
been  sent  to  all  affiliated  locals  setting  forth  the  dates  on  which  the  bills  will 
be  heard. 

President  Camelio  reported  that  Director  Broyer  and  Brother  Clifton  are  listing  all 
of  the  bills  which  will  be  heard  by  Commerce  and  Labor.   He  further  reported  that  the 
Workmen's  Compensation  Committee  requested  copies  of  the  bills  with  a  breakdown  and 
explanation  of  the  bills, 

D  -jj^ctor  Broyer  reported  that  a  decision  will  have  to  be  made  prior  to  February  11th 
ais?  to  whether  the  Council  should  go  for  the  extension  of  benefits  or  an  increase 
in  Unemployment  Compensation.   He  asked  for  the  recommendation  of  the  Council  on 
this  matter.   Director  Broyer  stated  that  he  felt  that  if  they  go  for  the  extension 
of  benefits,  they  should,  not  follow  the  Connecticut  law. 

Secretary-Treasurer  Loughlin  reported  that  he  had  spoken  to  Director  Broyer  that 

morning  relative  to  S311.   He  stated,  that  he  was  opposed  to  filing  anything  with 

Walter  Muther •  He  said  that  he  does  not  now  or  any  time  ever  want  to  be  connected  with 
or  part  of  anything  to  do  with  Walter  Muther  of  the  Associated  Industries. 

It  was  voted  to  accept  the  Legislative  Department  Report. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Vice  President  McSweeney  which  was  seconded  that  the  Council 
re-affirms  its  position  that  all  bills  submitted  by  the  Massachusetts  State  Labor 
Council  have  a  roll  call  vote  and  that  any  changes  which  have  to  be  made  be  done 
by  the  Executive  Officers.   It  was  so  voted. 

Director  Broyer  stated  that  he  will  ask  for  a  roll  call  on  every  bill  and  every 
amendment  will  be  brought  back  to  the  Executive  Officers. 

President  Camelio  recommended  that  never  again  will  there  be  presented  or  filed 
a  bill  by  the  Council  with  Walter  Muther  or  anyone  else  that  doesn't  bear  the  name 
of  the  Council.   It  was  so  voted. 

President  Camelio  then  .had  distributed  to  the  Council  members  the  resume  prepared  by 
P.      brney  Locke  on  the  Workmen's  Compensation  bills  together  with  a  copy  of  the  bills 
a'v  ..  a  brief  resume  prepared  by  Attorney  Segal  on  the  other  bills  together  with  a  copy 
of  the  bills  which  were  printed  to  date.   President  Camelio  stated  that  there  were 
a  few  bills  missing. 
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)sident  Camelio  stated  that  the  Executive  Officers  will  meet  with  the  leadership 
of  the  House  and  Senate  at  a  dinner  meeting  on  January  26th.   He  reported  that  at 
this  time  our  legislative  program  will  be  presented  to  them  and  they  will  be  told 
that  we  want  roll  calls  on  all  of  these  bills. 

President  Camelio  made  the  recommendation  that  the  officers  of  the  central  labor 
councils  hold  a  meeting  in  their  area  with  their  respective  Representatives  and 
Senators  to  discuss  the  Council's  legislative  program  as  well  as  the  problems 
relating  to  that  particular  area  and.  that  this  be  subsidized  by  the  Council 
through  COPE.   A  motion  was  made  by  Vice  President  Stefani  which  xvas  seconded 
and  passed,  that  this  recommendation  be  implemented. 

SECRETARY-TREASURER'S  REPORT 

Secretary-Treasurer  Loughlin  read  the  financial  report  for  the  month  of  December 
for  the  General  Fund  and  COPE  Fund.   It  was  voted  to  accept  these  reports, 
Secretary-Treasurer  Loughlin  explained  how  the  lay-offs  are  affecting  the  membership 
of  the  Council  and  he  again  called  upon  the  Council  members  to  co-operate  in 
trying  to  keep  this  drop  off  in  membership  down  to  the  barest  minimum.   It  was 
voted  to  accept  the  Secretary-Treasurer's  Report. 

COPE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT  and  EDUCATION  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

Director  Callahan  reported  that  on  January  12th  he  held  a  meeting  with  Congressman 
Morse   and  the  Central  Labor  Council  in  his  area  together  with  the  Raytheon  Union 
and  others.   He  stated  that  many  local  matters  were  discussed  at  this  meeting  as  well 
a^   wage  and.  price  control,  pollution,  etc.   He  reported  that  the  Regional  COPE 
'   jiference  will  be  held  at  the  Statler  on  June  12th.   Director  Callahan  gave  the 
xJhancial  breakdown  for  the  Voter  Identifcation  Program.   He  reported  that  a  Mr. 
Wine  from  Washington  has  been  in  touch  with  him  relative  to  working  on  voter 
registration  for  those  25  years  old  and  under.   He  reported  that  the  Seminar  on 
"After  the  War,  Then  What?"  has  been  scheduled  for  April  23,  and  that  he  and 
Chairman  O'Donnell  have  been  working  on  securing  speakers  for  this  seminar.   He 
stated  that  to  date  they  have  contacted  Secretary  of  Transportation  Volpe ,  John 
Henning,  General  Gavin,  Governor  Sargent,  Professor  Moynihan,  and  Lane  Kirkland, 

!  Director  Callahan  reported  that  on  the  scholarship  award  program,  kits  and  announce- 
i  ments  have  been  forwarded  to  438  high  schools.   He  stated  that  the  exam  will  be 

given  on  April  7th  and  that  March  26th  is  the  last  day  for  the  principals  to 

forward  their  request  for  the  number  of  exams  required. 

Director  Callahan  reported  that  the  interviews  for  the  Harvard  Trade  Union  Program 
will  be  held  on  April  5th  and  that  the  last  day  for  filing  an  application  will  be 
March  26th.   He  stated  that  this  program  has  been  moved  up  from  August  as  many  local 
unions  didn't  have  summer  meetings  and  it  was  the  opinion  of  the  Education  Committee 
that  the  time  should  be  changed  in  order  to  make  this  program  available  to  as  many 
unions  as  possible.   Director  Callahan  stated  that  a  special  award  in  the  name  of 
Francis  Lavigne  will  be  made  available  this  year  only  by  the  Harvard  Alumni  due  to 
some  excess  funds  being  available. 

Director  Callahan  reported  that  the  Regional  Conference  of  the  Lawrence-Haverhill 
Central  Labor  Council  will  be  held  on  April  28th. 

Kfwas  voted  to  accept  the  COPE  Department  Report  and  the  Education  Department  Report. 
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President  Camelio  made  the  recoiiimendation  that  in  the  future  the  maker  and  the 
seconder  of  a  motion  state  their  name  for  the  record.   It  was  so  voted  to  accept 
this  recommendation.

Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  read  the  communiccxtion  which  was  sent  to  the  Governor 
submitting  the  names  of  Joseph  A.  Sullivan  and  Rexford  Weng.   A  motion  was 
made  by  Vice  President  McLaughlin,  which  was  seconded  by  Vice  Pres.  Anctil 
to  send  a  follow-up  letter  to  the  Governor  requesting  reason  why  only  one 
name  was  aclcnowledged. 

From  Raffaele  Valentino,  Sec.-Treas.,  Mass.  State  Assoc,  of  Journeymen  Barbers 
Hairdressers,  Cosmetologists  &  Proprietors  International  Union  of  America, 
giving  names  of  Ralph  Valentino  of  Brockton,  Joseph  Campobasso  of  Quincy, 
and  John  Fici  of  Haverhill,  for  the  position  as  Commissioner  on  Barber  Board 
of  Registration  of  Barbers.   Advised  Valentino  and  Campobasso  were  tied  and 
stated  Council  could  use  policy  to  submit  name  to  Governor,   Secretary-Treas. 
Loughlin  read  the  coinnmnication.   Motion  was  made  by  Vice  President  Khoury, 
seconded  by  Vice  Pres.  O'Donnell  to  submit  the  name  of  Brother  Ralph  Valen- 
tino.  It  was  so  voted. 

F-om  Paul  J.  Melody,  Pres.,  UWUA  copy  of  his  letter  to  Francis  Stas^esky,  Exec, 
I      V.P.  of  Boston  Edison  Company,  Boston,  requesting  meeting  as  asked  for  by 

^  ^   Pres.  Camelio  to  discuss  work  that  is  contracted  out  on  the.  Edison  properties. 
Pres.  Camelio  suggested  that  a  meeting  be  held  (Januc^ry  26)  with  the  company, 
building  trades  representatives,  and  local  union  representatives  to  see  if 
the  company  would  agree  to  have  these  jobs  done  by  the  building  trades 
people.   Vice  President  Buff urn  requested  that  a  check  be  made  to  see  if 
the  janitorial  and  window  washing  services  are  done  by   union  or  non-union 
people,   A  motion  was  made  by  Vice  President  McSweeney,  which  was  seconded 
by  Vice  President  Barron  and  passed  that  this  action  be  supported. 

From  William  A.  Davies,  Dir.  of  Training,  AFL-CIO  Comm.unity  Service  Activities, 
extending  invitation  to  Sister  Helen  O'Donnell,  Vice  President,  to  repre- 
sent the  Council  at  the  1971  AFL-CIO  Biennial  Regional  Community  Services 
Training  Conference  to  be  held  at  the  University  of  Miami,  Florida,  on 
March  21.   A  motion  was  made  by  Vice  President  McSweeney,  which  was  seconded 
by  Vice  President  McMahon  to  accept  the  recommendation  of  the  Executive 
Officers  to  send  Sister  O'Donnell  to  this  Conference.   It  was  so  voted.

'  )   to  call  a  constitutional  convention  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  revenue 
sharing  through  the  U.  S.  Constitution,   A  brief  discussion  was  held  and  it 
was  pointed  out  how  dangerous  this  could  be.   A  motion  was  made  by  Vice 
Ptf-esident  Carrigan,   wliich  was  seconded  by  Vice  Pres.  O'Donnell,  to  rescind 
the  previous  action.   It  was  so  voted,   A  motion  was  made  hy   Vice  Pres. 
McSweeney,  which  was  seconded  by  Vice  Pres.  Stef ani ,  that  we  comply  with  re- 
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quest  of  National  in  opposing  a  Constitutional  Convention,   It  was  so  voted. 
It  was  suggested  that  our  position  be  made  known  to  the  leadership  of  the 
House  and  Senate  at  the  Meeting  on  January  26. 

From  Congressmen  Morse,  Burke,  and  Harrington,  re  Food  Stamp  Bill.   Motion  was 
made  by  Vice  President  Barron,  seconded  by  Vice  President  Ferreira,  and 
passed  that  this  coDiniunication  be  placed  on  file.  / 

From  Hubert  H.  Humphrey  thanking  Council  for  congratulatory  message  on  his 

election  as  Senator.   Motion  made  by  Vice  President  Dyson,  seconded  by  Vice 
President  Klhoury,  and  passed  that  this  communication  be  placed  on  file. 

From  Kevin  H.  Wliite  thanking  Council  for  support  in  his  campaign  for  Governor, 
Motion  made  by  Vice  President  Rush,  seconded  by  Vice  President  Wall, 
and  passed  that  this  communication  be  placed  on  file. 

President  Camelio  reported  that  the  Executive  Officers  have  been  invited  to  the 
Meetings  to  select  members  of  the  Governor's  Cabinet.   He  reported  that  we  are 
concerned  with  many  of  these  appointments.   He  stated  that  the  Executive  Officers 
recommend  that  the  name  of  Commissioner  Rocco  Alberto  be  submitted  to  the  Governor 
for  his  consideration  as  Commissioner  of  Manpower.   A  motion  was  made  by  Vice 
President  McCarthy,  seconded  hy   Vice  President  KJioury,  that  the  Executive  Officers 
recommendation  be  accepted.   It  was  voted  unanimously. 

Vice  President  Khoury  asked  if  anyone  had  contacted  the  off icejs  of  the  Council 
relative  to  the  Director's  position  on  the  Division  of  Apprentice  Training,   It 
was  voted  to  consult  Vice  President  Khoury  on  this  appointment. 

•sident  Camelio  introduced  Marcos  Munoz  of  the  United  Farm  Workers  Organizing 
mittee  who  addressed  the  Council  members  relative  to  the  lettuce  workers  boycott. 
He  then  introduced  Adrienne  O'Malley  who  further  enlightened  the  Council  members 
on  the  lettuce  workers  boycott  and  pointed  out  that  about  24%  of  the  lettuce  is 
union.   She  also  explained  the  situation  relative  to  the  city  purchasing  lettuce 
and  the  federal  government  (military)  purchasing  lettuce.   A  motion  was  made  by 
Vice  Pres.  O'Donneil  which  was  seconded  by  Vice  President  McMahon  that  a  letter  be 
sent  to  the  Governor  requesting  that  he  issue  a  directive  on  the  state  purchasing 
lettuce  and  that  a  letter  be  sent  to  all  Massachusetts  Congressmen  and  Senators 
requesting  that  they  intercede  on  the  federal  level  on  behalf  of  the  UFWOC, 
It  was  so  voted. 

A  roll  call  was  then  taken. 

The  meeting  adjourned  at  12:25  p.m.

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 

President  Camelio  stated  that  the  first  Meeting  with  Senators  and  Repre- 
sentatives held  at  the  Parker  House  on  February  11  was  most  successful.   A  new 
idea  he  thought  might  be  better  to  meet  with  the  Majority  Leader,  House  Ways  & 
Means  Committee,  all  persons  concerned  with  Labor  and  Industry,  and  inform  them 
well  in  advance  of  the  particular  bills  we  are  interested  in  and  on  which  we  would 
need  their  support. 
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P'^.ESIDENT'S  "^.EPORT  (continued) 

On  the  matter  of  roll  call  votes,  President  Camelio  stated  there  should 
be  no  problem.   All  v/e  have  to  do  is  ask  xvhen  a  roll  call  vote  is  v^anted.   V7e 
havs  had  only  three  roll  call  votes.   On  others  he  stated  v;e  do  not  knov;  if 
even  one  vote  v/as  cast.   On  all  of  our  Workmen's  Compensation  Bills  coming  up 
he  stated  he  v/ould  like  roll  call  votes.   Motion  was  made  to  accept  his 
recommendation  and  it  I'/as  so  voted. 

LEGISLATIVE  PI  RECTO '7 'S  REPORT 

L  gislative  Director  Broyer  on  vacation.   Secretary-Treasurer  Loughlin, 
in  his  absence,  stated  that  at  January  IC  Meeting,  Mr.  Broyer  had  indicated 
in  his  report  he  did  not  expect  any  controversial  bills  to  come  up  during 
his  vacation.   It  v;as  so  noted  and  accepted. 

SECRETARY-T REASURER ' S  REPORT 

Secretary-Treasurer  Loughlin  stated  he  had  sent  a  letter  to  the  Governor 
as  instructed  by  the  Council  submitting  names  of  Vice  President  Sullivan  and 
Vice  President  Rexford  Weng  to  be  given  consideration  for  appointment  as  Mem- 
bers of  the  Meat  and  Poultry  Advisory  Board.   A  reply  was  received  acknowled- 
ging the  name  of  Vice  President  Sullivan  onlyi   Secretary-Treasurer  Loughlin 
then  sent  a  followup  letter  bringing  the  oversight  of  Vice  President  VJeng's  name, 
not  being  acknowledged.   This  second  letter  was  acknowledged  in  which  it  was 
stated  that  the  two  men  sponsored  would  be  given  consideration  when  appoint- 
ments were  made,  but  that  didn't  happen.   In  this  connection,  Mr.  Loughlin 
read  from  Chapter  891  of  Bill  H-6132  -  ("AN  ACT  FURTHER  REGULATING  THE 
SLAUGHTERING  OF  CERTAIN  ANIMALS  AND  THE  PROCESSING  OF  SAID  ANIMALS")  -  Sec- 
tion 123,  which  is  as  follows: 

"There  shall  be  a  board  within  the  department,  to  be  known 
as  the  meat  and  poultry  advisory  board  consisting  of  seven 
members  which  shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor,  one  of 
whom  shall  be  a  representative  of  each  of  the  following: 
the  Massachusetts  Farm  Bureau,  the  Massachusetts  Health 
Officers  Association,  the  New  England  Wholesale  Meat

whom  shall  be  representatives  of  the  State  Labor  Council, 
AFL-CIO. " 
Secretary-Tr  ^ surer  Loughlin  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Council  the 
wording  used  pertaining  to  the  AFL-CIO  appointments  wherein  it  was  written 
as  STATE  LABOR  COUNCIL,  AFL-CIO,  and  not  MASS.  STATE  LABOR  COUNCIL,  AFL-CIO. 
In  his  opinion  this  could  have  been  a  point  contributing  to  the  selection  of 
the  two  men  appointed.   He  stated  that  this  wasn't  to  his  liking  and  he  felt 
it  should  be  followed  further,  as  the  two  men  the  MSLC  had.  recommended  were 
capable  and  willing  to  give  of  their  time.

Because  Legislative  Director  Broyer  had  to  be  at  the  State  House  to  support 
sone  of  our  bills,  he  requested  permission  to  make  his  report  before  usual 
procedures  of  Meeting  were  followed,  vhich  was  granted  and  report  is  as 
follows: 

LEGISLATIVE  DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

So  far  this  session,  Director  Broyer  reported  he  has  appeared  in  oppo- 
sition to  45  bills  and  has  about  120  morp  to  oppose.   He  reported  first  on 
the  Wage  u   Hour  Bill  (No.  97),  which  he  said  is  being  held  at  Ways  &  Means. 
He  spoke  on  a  bill  that  would  abolish  wage  boards  and   appeals  and  explained 
that  this  differs  from  our  position  on  opposition  of  Wage  Boards.  He  also 
said  he  anticipates  difficulty  in  having  bill  passed  that  would  make  it  man- 
datory for  a  person  connected  with  Labor  to  be  named  a  member  of  local  Hous- 
ing Authority.   With  the  number  of  new  representatives  on  the  hill,  he  stated 
there  could  be  some  difficulty  in  the  passage  of  the  Lock-Out  Bill.   On  the 
so-called  Guard  bill,  instead  of  the  current  one  man  to  two  cars,  if  passed, 
it  would  become  one  to  four.   After  reporting  on  the  tax  bill  and  its  defeat, 
discussion  was  entered  into  by  the  Vice  Presidents  and  decision  made  that 
labor's  action  cannot  be  made  until  decision  as  to  details  of  bill   re  fi- 
nalized either  by  Governor  or  Legislators,   On  the  Injunction  Legislation, 
Director  Broyer  remarked  on  how  many  people  had  appeared  against  the  bJl' , 
despite  the  fact  he  was  not  notified  of  it  being  up  for  hearing  u  itil  tAe 
day  before.

re  Hass.  State  Labor  Laws  protecting  women  in  employment.   The  following 
is  an  excerpt  taken  from  Brother  Biemiller 's  letter  to  the  Sec.-Treas, 
"It  is  the  position  of  the  AFL-CIO  that  the  State  Labor  Law^. 
applicable  to  women  employees  were  enacted  for  their  benefit 
and  not  to  deprive  them  of  any  rights  enjoyed  by  men.   While 
these  laws  may  not  be  of  great  importance  for  women  in  busi- 
ness and  professional  occupations,  they  are  essential  safe- 
guards for  the  welfare  of  working  women.   These  laws,  for 
example,  impose  requirements  on  employers  of  women  at  work 
with  respect  to  hours  of  work,  meal  periods,  night  work, 
weight  lifting  and  seating  which  are  designed  to  assure  healthy 
and  fair  working  conditions  not  to  deprive  women  of  employment 
opportunities . "

He  then  spoke  briefly  on  the  following  bills;   On  Injunction  Bill,  he  said 
he  did  not  expect  favorable  report  changing  the  number  of  judges  from  three 
to  one.   Took  opposition  on  bill  affecting  the  loss  of  jobs  by  shoe  workers; 
Expected  the  Lockout  Bill  to  come  up  for  hearing  the  week  of  April  19  and  re- 
quested support  of  the  Council*   Stated  increase  in  Worl<raen's  Compensation 
from  39  weeks  to  52  weeks,  according  to  opponents,  would  cost  $25  million; 
We  should  let  legislators  know^  if  bill  does  not  stipulate  52  weeks,  they 
should  vote  against  it.   Heard,  that  Ray  O'Connell  would  be  resigning  as  of 
July  1st  from  Dept .  of  Labor  &  Industry  and  ExeCi  V*  P.  Murray  stated  it 
would  be  hard  to  replace  him.   Bill  on  prevailing  wage  as  written  was  un- 
constitutional and  it  has  been  changed  to  make  it  constitutional.   The 
original  tax  proposal  is  not  defunct  but  full  information  on  substituting 
program  not  available.   Will  inform  the  Executive  Officers  as  soon  as  de- 
tails are  available.   Stated  if  a  2%  across  the  board  sales  tax  was  proposed, 
it  would  be  voted  on.   Motion  made  and  seconded  to  accept  report.   So  voted.

Cope  Director  Callahan  stated  Scholarship  Examination  was  held  at  all 
high  Schools  participating  on  April  7  by  about  4,000  students  and  he  hoped 
to  start  correcting  sAtne  after  April  23  Seminar.

Mr.  Garvin  spoke  briefly  on  -  "What  Are  the  Provisions  of  the  New 
V  Safety  Act?"  -  as  covered  by  the  Occupational  Safety  and  Health  Act  to  become 
effective  on  April  28,  1971.   His  talk  was  concluded  when  it  was  agreed  by 
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both  the  Council  members  and  Mr.  Garvin  that  questions  would  more  fully 
inform  the  Council  ad  to  the  specifics  of  the  proposed  law.   Pamphlet  cover- 
ing details  of  this  Act  (Public  Lavj  Cl-596)  and  signed,  by  President  Ni:con 
on  December  29 j  1970  was  given  to  Council  members  -  (extra  copies  are  in 
office  if  anybody  might  want  one).   During  the  question  and  answer  period, 
subjects  such  as  the  obtaining  of  federal  funds  to  enforce  occupational 
standards  in  this  state,  inspection  of  buildings;  workmen's  compensation 
in  case  of  injury,  all  were  covered.   A  handbook  entitled  -  "Inspection 
Survey  Guide"  -  is  now  in  the  process  of  being  reprinted;  completion  date 
not  known  according  to  Mr.  Garvin.

At  Central  Labor  Council  Meetings,  it  was  brought  out  that  the  Unions 
are  being  accused  of  contributing  in  a  large  measure  to  the  inflationary 
conditions  in  the  country.   Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  then  read  report  from  the 
U.  S.  Dept.  of  Labor,  Bureau  of  Statistics,  which  contradicts  that  impression 
as  far  as  Massachusetts  is  concerned,  as  it  ranks  31st  in  the  States  with  an 
hourly  rate  of  $3.04.   Connecticut,  Kansas,  and  Wyoming  are  three  of  the 
States  getting  higher  hourly  wages.   The  per  capita  personal  income,  accord- 
ing to  report,  is  a  little  over  $4,000,  with  Massachusetts  ranking  9th  at 
that  figure.   Report  accepted  by  voice  vote.

Director  Callahan  reported  that  he  me  with  Director  Barkan  at  the  COPE 
Meeting  on  June  10.   He  stated  that  the  National  COPE  Department  has  a  new 
film  depicting  COPE  Programs. 

Director  Callahan  reported  on  the  meeting  of  the  Housing  Committee.   He 
stated  that  the  Mayors'  Association  is  completely  opposed  to  a  labor  person 
being  on  an  Housing  Authority  (S-102),   He  reported  that  on  rf-5576,  neither 
the  Committee  nor  the  Boston  Building  Trades  has  taken  any  action  and  that  they 
are  waiting  for  the  final  bill.   He  stated  that  no  action  has  been  taken  on 
Gov.  Exec.  Order  No.  74  -  employing  minority  groups. 

Resolutions  adopted  at  the  Statler  Seminar  have  been  forwarded  to  members 
of  the  Congress,  Senators  Kennedy  and  Brooke,  President  of  the  State  Senate, 
Speaker  of  the  House,  and  all  affiliated  unions. 

Director  Callahan  requested  permission  to  conduct  the  1972  Gompers -Murray 
Dinner  on  a  Friday  evening.   A  motion  was  made  by  Vice  President  Anctil,  which 
was  carried,  to  accept  the  report  and  recommendation.: 

LEGISLATIVE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

Director  Broyer  distributed  to  the  Council  members  a  typed  report  on  the 
bills.   He  reported  that  there  are  19  bills  in  either  the  Senate  or  House  Ways 
and  Means.   He  stated  that  the  bill  to  have  labor  representation  on  Housing 
^Authorities  was  recalled  for  ten  days  last  week.   He  reported  that  the  diffi- 
^^culty  seems  to  be  in  having  a  representative  submitted  from  the  Labor  Council 
not  being  allocated  in  the  particular  city  involved.   He  reported  that  the 
bill  to  protect  salaries  and  pensions  from  attachment  is  on  the  Governor's 
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desk.   He  stated  that  the  date  would  be  changed  to  January  1,  1972,  so  that 
the  law  department  could  put  it  into  law.   He  reported  that  the  three -judges 
bill  is  on  a  recall.   He  reported  on  how  a  bill  which  affected  Vice  President 
Buff urn's  union  was  killed  in  the  engrossment  stage  in  the  Senate  on  a  voice 
vote.   Director  Broyer  reported  that  he  cannot  be  everywhere  and  that  if  a 
union  has  a  bill  in  which  it  is  interested,  he  will  tell  them  to  contact  the 
Executive  Officers  for  their  approval.   He  reported  that  he  has  never  received 
any  cases  on  voluntary  quits  and  he  requested  that  they  still  be  given  to  him 
in  case  it  gets  reconsidered.   He  stated  that  he  would  like  to  have  had  the 
bills  out  earlier.   He  reported  that  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  stated  that 
they  would  get  the  13  weeks  extension  without  any  ties.   He  reported  the  diffi- 
culty on  the  so-called  Offset  Bill,   He  further  reported  that  the  Workmen's 
Compensation  Bills  seem  okay,  and  that  the  quick  hearing  bill  has  a  favorable 
report.   He  reported  that  an  amendment  has  been  put  in  on  the  employment   agency 
bill  and  that  he  is  requesting  a  favorable  report  with  the  amendment.   He  stated 
that  it  looks  as  if  they  will  have  a  good  record  this  year, 

PRESIDElNrr  ♦  S  REPORT 


President  Camelio  reported  that  it  is  the  Legislative  Director's  job  to  see 
that  only  the  Council's  bills  (those  bills  passed  by  the  Convention  and  Council) 
are  taken  care  of  and  that  any  other  bills  will  have  to  have  the  approval  of  the 
Council.   He  stated  that  the  Executive  Officers  met  with  Speaker  Bart ley  five 
times  on  the  Unemployment  Compensation  Bills.   He  reported  that  added  to  the 
thirteen  weeks  extension  bill  was  S-107,  and  that  if  this  bill  passed  it  would 
mean  that  increases  in  unemployment  compensation  benefits  couldn't  be  dis- 
cussed.  He  reported  that  he  believes  that  they  were  finally  successful  in 
getting  it  taken  out.   He  reported  that  when  a  bill  is  printed,  it  should  be 
checked  against  our  original  bill  by  the  legal  counsel.   He  reported  that  it 
seems  as  if  the  committee  is  willing  to  go  along  with  the  13  weeks,  if  we  take 
the  pension  offset.   He  stated  that  we  don't  go  along  with  that.   With  their 
bill,  if  you  are  retired,  the  most  you  would  be  able  to  collect  would  be  two- 
thirds  of  your  pay,  including  pension  and  social  security.   He  stated  that  they 
are  supposed  to  get  the  13  weeks  without  any  changes.   He  further  reported  that 
the  Offset  Bill  will  have  to  be  discussed. 

President  Camelio  stated  that  Secretary-Treasurer  Loughlin  and  Executive 
Vice  Presidents  Sullivan  and  Murray  went  over  the  bills  and  found  that  certain 
bills  the  Council  submitted  automatically  wtent  .down  the  drain  without  even 
having  a  chance  to  fight  for  them.   He  said  an  example  of  this  was  the  attribu- 
table bill.   He  stated  that  the  Legislative  Director  is  instructed  to  handle 
only  the  bills  the  Council  proposes. 

SECRETARY -TREASURER ' S  REPORT 

Secretary-Treasurer  Loughlin  reported  on  the  list  of  bills  which  the  Execu- 
tive Officers  compiled.   He  stated  that  he  was  totally  discouraged  with  the 
results.   He  stated  he  has  been  criticized  for  not  taking  action  and  he  said 
that  now  is  the  time  to  tell  it  as  it  should  be  told,  right  on  the  floor.   He  .

Secretary-Treasurer  Loughlin  reported  that  on  the  list  of  bills  and  explana- 
tions which  were  distributed  to  the  Council  members,  "ONTP"  means  "ought  not  to 
oass . " 

He  reported  that  the  bill  which  Executive  Vice  President  Murray  was  speaking 
about  was  the  bill  that  President  Caraelio  was  accused  of  playing  with,   Sec- 
Treasurer  Loughlin  then  read  the  section  from  the  1969  Proceedings  in  which  the 
accusation  was  made  against  President  Csoaelio  relative  to  the  bill.   He  stated 
that  he  felt  that  the  record  should  be  clearedo   He  reported  that  the  President 
was  accused  of  making  a  deal  with  Walter  Meuther  to  kill  the  bill.   He  stated 
that  this  bill  has  already  been  killed  this  year,  and  none  of  the  Executive 
Officers  knew  anything  about  it. 

Secretary-Treasurer  Loughlin  stated  that  he  questioned  Speaker  Bartley  as 
to  why  a  roll  call  was  not  taken.   He  also  reported  that  he  recently  walked  out 
on  a  meeting  with  Speaker  Bartley.   He  stated  that  the  Speaker  keeps  insisting 
that  the  Executive  Officers  negotiate  with  Walter  Meuther.   Sec. -Treasurer 
Loughlin  said  that  in  his  opinion  Walter  Meuther  is  the  enemy  of  the  Mass.  State 
Labor  Council.   He  stated  that  the  Council  has  a  mandate  from  the  Executive  Board 
that  they  do  not  meet  with  Walter  Meuther.   He  also  reported  that  the  Speaker  has 
put  Rep.  Mary  Newman  on  his  staff  and  that  this  is  cause  for  concern,   Sec.-Treas, 
Loughlin  reported  that  up  to  and  including  today  (June  17),  neither  the  Legisla- 
tive Director  nor  the  officers  can  report  that  one  single  bill  has  passed.   He 
stated  that  the  language  of  a  bill  has  been  changed,  which  was  defeated  in  the 
Senate,  and  this  was  done  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  Legislative  Director 
was  told  not  to  change  anything.   He  stated  that  he  didn't  like  what  he  hears, 
sees,  and  smells.   He  stated  that  we  will  get  roll  calls,  demand  roll  calls,  and 
either  win  or  lose  the  bills  on  the  floor,  the  way  it  should  be. 

Executive  Vice  President  Sullivan  stated  that  his  name  was  also  mentioned  in 
the  Proceedings  of  1969,   He  said  that  he,  as  well  as  the  other  Executive  Officers, 
knew  nothing  about  it.   He  stated  that  he  didn't  feel  as  if  the  President's  name 
had  to  be  cleared  as  he  believed  that  the  Convention  cleared  it.   He  stated  that 
Vice  President  McSweeney  and  he  made  a  motion  at  a  previous  meeting  that  every 
piece  of  our  legislation  was  to  have  a  roll  call  and  contents  not  to  be  changed. 
He  reported  that  the  Central  Labor  Council  criticized  him  on  the  Lockout  Bill 
and  that  he  was  charged  with  making  a  deal  and  with  not  notifying  them.   He  said 
that  after  checking  into  it,  he  found  out  that  the  Council  members  didn't  even 
get  a  copy  of  the  roll  call  on  this  bill.   He  stated  that  he  believed  the  reason 
Director  Broyer  didn't  send  out  the  roll  call  was  because  the  legislators  are 
having  dinners  and  parties,  etc.,  and  without  the  roll  call  they  would  have  noth- 
ing to  base  xheir  decision  on  as  to  whether  or  not  they  should  buy  tickets. 

He  reported  that  the  Lockout  bill  was  changed  without  permission  of  the  four 
Executive  Officers.   He  reported  that  the  Executive  Officers  had  nothing  to  do 
with  changing  the  language  of  the  Lockout  Bill.   He  stated  that  it  seems  we  do 
not  have  any  friends  at  the  State  House,  and  that  the  actions  of  Speaker  Bartley 
belie  the  fact  that  the  Council  gave  him  $1,000.   He  reported  that  the  President, 
Secretary-Treasurer,  and  Executive  Vice  Presidents  knew  nothing  about  the  fact 
of  "ONTPe"   He  stated  that  he  only  hoped  the  Executive  Council  will  stand  together 
-^and  make  the  Legislative  Director  handle  our  legislation  and  do  his  job.   He 
stated  that  the  Executive  Officers  met  at  a  special  meeting  last  week  and  went 
through  the  bills  and,  because  of  that,  they  submitted  the  report  to  the  Council 
this  morning. 

Executive  Vice  President  Sullivan  also  spoke  about  the  13-weeks  bill.   He 
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stated  that  he  told  the  Legislative  Director  that  they  want  roll  calls.   He 
also  reported  that  a  motion  was  made  the  first  of  the  year,  and  it  was  later 
in  the  year  reaffirmed  by  a  motion  made  by  Vice  President  McSweeney,  and 
passed,  that  all  our  bills  are  to  have  roll  calls. 

Executive  Vice  President  Sullivan  reported  that  he  has  been  watching  care- 
fully the  employment  agency  bill  and.  that  he  shall  continue  to  watch  it.   He 
stated  that  out  of  this  bill,  in  a  previou  year,  a  Supreme  Court  case  developed 
and  it  was  ruled  that  the  legislature  has  the  right  to  set  fees.   He  stated 
that  this  year's  legislation  would  put  safeguards  into  the  bill.   He  stated 
that  we  should  make  sure  that  our  legislation  is  the  first  and  foremost  thing 
to  be  taken  care  of.   He  reported  a  Democratic  Senate  and  House  has  been 
elected,  but  we  don't  have  a  thing  to  show  for  it.   Yet,  the  Legislative  Direc- 
tor says  in  his  report  that  we  will  have  a  fine  year. 

Executive  Vice  President  Murray  stated  that  his  name  was  also  mentioned.   He 
reported  that  he  was  very  disturbed  about  two  weeks  ago  to  find  out  that  the 
bill  to  correct  the  very  controversial  section  which  had  been  inserted  into  the 
lav/  had.  gone  down  the  drain.   Exec,  Vice  Pres.  Murray  gave  some  background  infor- 
mation on  this  and  he  cited  a  case.   He  stated  that  Director  Broyer  should  have 
sent  him  a  special  notice  on  this  bill  as  he  was  so  interested  in  it.   He  stated 
that  he  thought  it  was  a  serious  mistake  to  have  let  this  go  by  with  such  little 
attention.   He  called  for  the  cooperation  of  everyone  and  stated  that  Director 
Broyer  cannot  continue  to  make  decisions  on  his  own. 

Vice  President  O'Donnell  asked  why  a  roll  call  wasn't  taken. 

Director  Broyer  stated  that  on  the  31st  of  March  he  believes  the  fire- 
fighters came  and  got  him  for  another  bill.   He  stated  that  he  felt  the  same 
way  on  voluntary  quits  as  the  Executive  Vice  President  Murray  did.   He  stated 
that  when  he  testifies  he  needs  information,  and  that  he  cannot  win  a  bill  with- 
out a  case.   He  stated  that  he  will  fight  for  roll  calls,  but  he  must  have  30 
people  stand  for  a  roll  call  to  be  made.   He  stated  that  he  took  the  blame, 
because  had.  he  read  the  calendar  he  would  not  have  attended  a  hearing  which 
didn't  pertain  to  the  Council's  bill  instead  of  covering  what  he  should  have. 
He  stated  that  he  accepts  the  responsibility  and  that  he  got  the  message  clear 
that  the  Council  wants  roll  calls.   He  stated  that  this  past  week  he  sent  to 
the  Legislators  six  letters  relative  to  roll  calls.   He  reported  that  every 
bill  filed  by  the  Council  was  documented  as  to  the  date  and  place  of  the  hear- 
ing and  a  copy  was  sent  to  the  Central  Labor  Councils  in  the  State.   He  re- 
ported that  he  thought  that  the  Council  was  in  good  shape  on  the  bills.   He 
stated  that  there  were  many  good  bills  on  Workmen's  Compensation  and  that  these 
bills  have  a  favorable  report.   He  reported  that  he  expects  trouble  on  the  em- 
ployment agency  bill.   He  stated  that  a  letter  has  been  written  to  the  Speaker 
and  the  entire  House  asking  that  we  want  the  bill  in  this  form  with  another 
section  that  Attorney  Segal  gave.   He  stated  that  it  has  been  a  difficult  year. 

President  Camelio  then  instructed  Director  Broyer  to  meet  with  the  Executive 
Officers  of  the  Council  to  review  the  legislation. 

'%)         Secretary-Treas,  Loughlin  commented  on  Speaker  Bartley  hiring  Mary  Newman 
as  a  consultant  and  advisor.   He  stated  that  the  SpeaJcer  is  supposed  to  be  the 
Council's  friend. 

President  Camelio  recommended  that  under  no  conditions  should  Director  Broyer 
support  a  bill  without  the  Council's  authority.   He  instructed  the  Legislative 
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Director  to  compare  the  recormiended  bill  with  the  original  bill  which  was  sub- 
mitted by  the  Council «   This  should  be  done  ixi  cooperation  with  Attorney  Segal. 
He  stateci  that  under  no  circumstances  will  the   Legislative  Director  be  excused 
ifrom  the  Council  Meetings, 

Director  Broyer  stated  that  he  has  a  request  from  President  Doyle  to  send 
a  letter  on  the  agency  shop  which  will  be  coming  out  on  June  22.   President 
CaiTiGlio  stated  that  this  request  will  have  to  be  made  through  the  Executive 
O-fxicers  bei'ore  any  letter  can  be  sent. 

Vice  President  Mulloney  asked  for  a  clarification  of  Brother  Clifton's 
position.   President  Camelio  stated  that  Brother  Clifton  is  a  specialist  in 
Workmen ^s  Coiupensation  and  Unemployment  Compensation  and  that  he  advises  the 
Council  on  these  matters.   He  stcited  that  he  also  speaks  at  hearings, 

A  m.otion  was  made  by  Vice  President  Barron,  which  was  seconded  byVice 
President  Buffuin,  to  accept  the  reports  and  recommendations.   It  was  so  voted. 

Exec.  Vice  Pres,  Sullivan  made  the  motion  that  a  copy  of  all  roll  call  votes, 
if  any,  be  sent  first  to  the  members  of  the  Council  and  then  to  every  local  in 
the  State.   Motion  carried. 

Secretary-Treas,  Loughlin  then  read  with  deep   re^grets  Vice  President  Carig- 
nan's  letter  stating  that  he  v^ras  retiring  and  submitting  the  name  of  Manuel 
Fernandes  to  fill  his  seat.   A  motion  ivas  made  to  accept  Vice  President 
Carignan's  resignation  with  regrets  a.nd  to  support  his  recommendation.   It 
was  so  voted. 

From  Henry  Murray,  COPE,  thanking  Council  for  its  kindness  during  his  recent 
illness.  Accepted  and  filed. 

From  James  R.  Mclntyre,  May  or  Quincy,  re  appointment  as  Senate  Counsel.   Sec- 
Treas,  Loughlin  stated  that  a  letter  has  been  sent  to  him  on  behalf  of  the 
Council.   Exec.  Vice  Pres.  Sullivan  made  the  motion,  which  was  seconded, 
that  the  Council  present  to  the  Senator  an  appropriate  gift  at  the  next 
Council  Meeting.

Acting  Secretary,  Exec.  V.  P,  Sullivan,  stated  there  was  no  Treasurer's 
report  diie  to  Sec, -Treasurer  Loughlin's  absence  because  of  illness. 

COPE  DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

Cope  Director  Callahan  stated  that  Mr.  Henry  Murray  and  Mrs.  Columbo 
were  in  Boston  and  had  meeting  on  June  30  with  the  lUE  and  later  he  dis- 
cussed with  them  a  budget  for  Voter  Registration  in  Massachusetts.   When  a 
determination  is  made  relative  to  the  budget,  he  will  report  back  to  the 
Councils 

Director  Callahan  stated  he  had  talked  to  Congressman  Drinan  who  said 
he  would  be  free  during  August  recess  and  could  meet  with  Executive  Officers 
and  members  of  respective  unions  in  his  area,  who  will  be  notified  as  to  time 
and  plafce. 

In  reply  to  request  by  aide  to  Senator  McGovern  to  spesik  at  the  Con- 
vention, Director  Callahan  reported  that  he  had  informed  him  decision  on 
such  a  matter  would  have  to  come  from  the  Council  as  the  MSLC  is  primarily 
interested  in  speakers  concerned  with  labor  and  its  goals. 

Director  Callahan  requested  that  change  in  date  of  Guidance  Counsellors* 
Union  Representation  be  made  from  November  10  to  November  9.   In  this  con- 
nection, he  reported  that  Joe  O'Donnell,  Chairman  of  the  Education  Committee, 
had  returned  from  his  trip  to  Europe  and  meeting  would  be  held  on  July  12  to 
set  up  plans  for  the  Counsellors  Union  night. 

Motion  made  by  Exec.  V.  P.  Sullivan  to  accept  Director  Callahan's  report. 
Seconded  by  V.  P.  lOioury  and  so  voted. 

LEdlSJATlVE  blRECTOR"S  REPORT 

Director  Broyer  spoke  on  House  Bill  No.  114.   He  stated  as  the  penalty 
of  $500  against  Labor  Unions  has  been  taken  out,  we  are  no  longer  concerned. 
He  stated  that  while  House  Bill  No.  5458  amends  the  present  Employment  Agency 
Law,  it  still  has  some  defects  -  one  being  that  penalty  is  not  now  decided 
by  the  Court  but  by  Commission  on  Discrimination.   On  the  Offset  Bill  -  House 
No.  5734,  it  was  defeated  because  it  was  incorporated  with  another  bill  - 
House  No.  5854,  which  we  favored. 

At  this  point  a  lengthy  discussion  was  held  by  President  Camelio  and 
members  of  the  Council  regarding  House  Bill  5854,  which  we  favored,  and 
House  Bill  No.  5734,  which  we  strongly  opposed.   President  Camelio  stated 
that  on  June  29  a  letter  had  been  written  to  the  Representatives  stating 
that  we  were  opposed  to  Bill  No.  5734  and  requested  a  roll  call  vote. 
Again  on  July  7,  a  letter  had  been  written  to  the  Senators  requesting  that 
Bill  No.  5734  be  eliminated  from  Bill  No.  5854  and  issued  as  a  separate  bill      re 
with  request  for  roll  call  vote  on  same.   President  Camelio  stated  that  in

Motion  vjas  then  made  by  Vice  PrciSo  Litano  that  a  special  edition 
of  the  News  Lette":  be  sent  or.t  detai?.ing  what  goes  en  at  the  State  Hovise 
Seconded  by  Vice  Pre?;,  V.'ang  and  so  vot?d. 

Executive  Vice  Pres.  Sullivan  said  he  was  in  favor  of  this  motion 
and  further  stated  that  in  special  Nev/s  Letter  it  should  be  brought  out 
that  defeat  of  our  bills  is  not  due  to  the  Executive  Officers  not  doing 
their  jobs  but  beco.UGe  we  don't  seeii  to  have  any  friends  at  the  Gtate 
House,  despite  substantial  support  given  oy   the  MSLC.   'le  stated  that 
in  view  of  the  turn  of  events  that  res-ilted  in  our  failure  to  receive 
favorable  consideration  in  haviiig  House  Bill  5734  elim-inated  from  House 
Bill  5854,  we  should  'TUT  THE  BLAME  l^JHERE  IT  BELONGS."   He  brought  out 
that  Speaker  Bartley,  in  a  special  meeting  ivith  the  Executive  Officers, 
had  stated  we  could  have  a  roll  call  vote  any  time  we  vjanted  onCc   To 
date  the  Council  has  nothing  tc  shew  for  the  work  done  he  said.   Ke  went 
into  further  detail  on  the  Lockout  Bill  and  the  necessity  for  roll  call 
votes  on  legislation.

Even  with  these  additional 
taxes  he  said  the  Governor  cannot  get  the  money  he  wants,  which  is  now- 
down  to  $233  million  and  includes  tax  on  rental  income.   He  said  vje 
could  not  take  position  on  overall  tax  program,  as  it  contains  some  things 
we  want. 

Pres.  Camelio  stated  that  when  it  was  brought  out  that  they  were 
contemplating  a  general  sales  tax,  the  legislators  vrere  notified  that 
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the  Mass.  State  Labor  Council  was  opposed  to  it*

COPE  DIRECTOR'S  REPORT

Cope  Director  Callahan  reported  that  on  July  19th  a  meeting  was  held  with 
Mrs.  Rubin  and  Mrs*  Howard  of  the  League  of  Women  Voters.   He  repotted  they  are 
working  on  a  registration  program  for  the  18-to-25-year  old  group  and  re- 
quested our  particif)aiion  in  the  program.   There  are  some  330,000  in  that  age 
bracket  eligible  for  registration.   Director  Callahan  said  research  has  been 
done  on  a  national  basis  and  our  assistance  was  requested  in  defraying  the 
cost  of  and  distribution  of  pamphlets  to  students  on  campus,  which  is  $25  per 
1000* 

Aisoj  during  the  tnoh-th  of  July,  the  Cope  Director  contacted  Mrs* 
Charlotte  Kimball,  a  ittember  of  a  husband  and  wife  team  heading  Up  a  {japer 
entitled  "Front  Lash."  These  people  are  working  on  campus  registration  with 
the  United  Federation  of  Teachers,  AFL-CIO.   Posters  and  pamphlets  were  for- 
warded to  the  Mass.  State  Labor  Council,  the  type  of  which  is  used  to  bring 
voter  information  to  students  on  campus. 

Director  Callahan  reported  on  July  23rd  a  letter  was  written  to  Mr. 
Francis  Angier  of  the  National  Farmers  Organization  at  the  request  of  National 
Cope  Director  Barkan.   He  reported  that  although  this  organization  is  non- 
partisan, there  are  many  programs  that  are  worked  on  collectively  with  labor. 

Director  Callahan  reported  that  National  Cope  has  been  notified  of  a 
Women's  Advisory  Department  being  formed  in  Massachusetts.   This  was  done 
at  the  request  of  National  Cope  and  was  discussed  at  Cope  Meeting  held  on  June 
10,  1971. 
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Director  Call5kh?\n  reported  also  he  was  currently  in  communication  with 
Mrs.  Margaret  Callahan  or  ti.Tr.  D-oo-ton  Teachers  Union  relative  to  a  revision  of 
the  Scholarship  program. 

Purchase  of  5,000  "Buy  American"  bumper  stickers,  he  reported  was  made 
for  distribution  to  our  affiliates,  which  recommendation  was  requested  and 
voted  on  at  July  8th  Council  Meeting. 

LEGISLATIVE  DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

Director  Broyer  reported  all  bills  previously  reported  on  are  in  the  same 
position,  with  the  exception  of  three  bills  that  have  become  law.   None  of  the 
other  bills  have  moved  he  said,  other  than  from  House  to  Senate.   He  stated 
President  Camelio  would  report  on  the  Offset  Bill.   Motion  t»*as  made  and 
carried  by  voice  vote  to  accept  the  report. 

Vice  President  Litano  at  this  point  stated  the  Council  should  take  a 
more  definite  stand  and  make  no  compromise  on  the  Offset  Bill.   He  questioned 
why  the  Special  News  Letter  had  not  been  sent  out,  as  voted  on  in  July  8th 
Meeting.   This  letter  was  to  have  notified  membership  of  the  poor  showing  on 
M.S.L.C.  bills  by  the  legislators,  particularly  the  Offset  Bill.   President 
Camelio  then  reported  that  Public  Relations  Director  Kable  was  on  vacation 
during  this  period  but  immediately  upon  his  return  he  had  acted  on  decision 
of  the  Council.   Then  Public  Relations  Director  Kable  reported  that  the  News 
Letter  was  being  printed  and  would  be  sent  out  immediately. 

Secretary-Treas-urer  Loughlin  stated  he  agreed  100%  with  Vice  Pres. 
Litano,  and  more  so  with  regard  to  attitude  of  the  legislators,  and  had  so 
informed  them.   He  said  we  had  bills  that  "went  down  the  drain"  and  about 
which  the  Executive  Officers  knew  nothing.   He  reported  he  intends  to  keep 
fighting  them  "all  the  way"  -  as  he  has  done  over  the  years.   Said  he  felt 
the  Legislators  took  us  for  granted  -  lock,  stock,  and  barrel  -  and  we  are 
given  no  consideration.   Made  reference  to  letters  that  had  been  sent  to 
legislators  outlining  our  position  on  the  Offset  Bill.   With  reference  to 
meetings  that  had  been  held  on  this,  despite  the  Council  having  voted  that 
no  meetings  with  A.I.M.  were  to  be  held,  he  stated  he  was  upset  to  learn 
about  them  on  his  return  to  the  office.   He  reiterated  that  he  would  not 
and  will  not  meet  with  Walter  Muther  or  any  member  of  the  A. I. Mi  with 
reference  to  what  he  believed  to  be  the  business  only  of  the  Massachusetts 
State  Labor  Council,  AFL-CIO.   He  reported  the  lack  of  cooperation  by  the 
legislators  was  more  pronounced  because  of  the  substantial  support  given 
by  the  Council  to  incumbents  when  they  were  candidates  in  1970.   Said  he 
felt  that  as  an  elected  official  of  the  Council  he  had  the  right  to  make 
criticism  when  due  and  justified. 

Vice  President  Stefani  stated  he  still  felt  the  only  way  to  Make  an 
impression  on  the  legislative  body  as  to  our  position  was  to  picket  the 
State  House,   Said  he  felt  no  satisfactory  action  would  be  taken  until  we 
make  them  aware  of  our  stand  by  newspaper  and  other  media. 
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-^   PRESIDENT  CAJ/IELi;0*S  REPORT 

V       President  Camelio  then  made  his  report.   He  said  that  a  letter  had  been 
written  to  every  local  in  the  Commonwealth  and  every  Council  in  the  organiza- 
tion relative  to  the  Offset  Bill,  and  requested  all  to  be  at  the  hearing.   At 
the  first  hearing,  only  12  people  were  there.   At  the  second,  only  7  persons 
came  to  talk  to  the  legislators  about  this  very  important  piece  of  legislation* 
He  stated  also  that  if  anyone  was  told  the  Executive  Officers  knew  what  was 
going  on  at  the  State  House,  they  were  misinformed.   As  stated  previously,  he 
said  the  bill  was  passed  without  the  Executive  Officers  or  Legislative  Director 
being  informed  it  had  been  incorporated  into  another  bill  and  up  for  hearing. 

President  Camelio  then  gave  detailed  explanation  of  how  at  the  suggestion 
of  Senate  President  Harrington,  and  in  view  of  the  seriousness  of  the  problem, 
he  had  met  with  members  of  the  A.I.M.  and  Chairman  of  Commerce  &  Labor  four- 
teen times  in  endeavor  to  come  up  with  a  compromise  bill  satisfactory  to  the 
worker.   He  gave  combined  figures  of  unemployment  compensation,  social  security 
benefits,  and  pension  a  retired  person  would  receive,  and  the  loss  such  a  re- 
tiree would  suffer  by  passage  of  the  2/3  bill.   Stated  any  agreement  made  at 
meeting  would,  of  course,  have  to  be  ratified  by  the  Council  and  he  would,  in 
discussions,  abide  by  decision  made  as  to  the  procedure  to  follow  on  the  com- 
promise bill. 

Vice  President  DiNunno  expressed  opposition  to  any  deletion  of  pension 
from  amount  of  unemployment  compensation.   Said  discrimination  is  made  against 
a  worker  also  by  the  question  asked  on  application  for  unemployment  compensa- 
tion as  to  whether  a  person  has  a  private  pension  plan. 

Exec.  V.  P.  Murray  gave  background  information  on  compensation  bills 
both  present  and  those  in  effect  in  previous  years.   He  reported  that  the 
passage  of  the  combined  bill,  about  which  there  is  so  much  controversy, 
could  not  have  been  passed  without  the  knowledge  of  the  Speaker.   He  men- 
tioned the  letter  of  June  24th  sent  out  by  the  Assoc.  Taxpayers  Foundation 
to  every  member  of  the  House  urging  adoption  of  the  bill,  which  included  our 
Pension  Offset  Bill,  that  would  bring  in  25,000  State  Employees  for  unemploy- 
ment compensation,  passage  of  v/hich  was  necessary  in  order  to  receive  additional 
Federal  funds.   VJhen  the  Council  was  informed  as  to  the  situation,  a  letter  was 
sent  out  to  all  members.   Contact  ivas  then  made  with  various  representatives 
and  senators  and,  because  of  our  stand,  action  on  the  combined  bill  was  post- 
poried,  vjhich  bill  iVas  due  to  be  passed  on  July  13th*   It  was  then  the  meetings 
referred  to  by  President  Camelio  began.   Exec.  V,  Pi    Murray  said  he  felt  some 
progress  has  been  made.   He  said  he  was  of  the  opinion  we  would  have  to  work 
hard,  as  leadership  in  the  House  and  Senate  is  not  with  us^  as  vote  on  secur- 
ing postponement  of  combined  bill  was  18  for  -  16  against  our  proposal,  with 
three  questionables. 

A  lengthy  discussion  was  then  held  regarding  the  Pension  Offset  Bill 
being  incorporated  into  Bill  No.  5854  providing  unemployment  benefits  to  cer- 
tain public  employees.   In  the  discussion  it  was  brought  out  that  one  favor- 
able aspect  was  that  it  opened  the  door  to  other  public  employees  being  able 
to  collect  unemployment  compensation.   The  general  consensus  of  opinion  was 
to  have  President  Camelio  and  other  Executive  Officers  continue  with  negotia- 
J  tions  on  the  compromise  bill  and  retrieve  whatever  they  could  favorable  to  the 
worker.   Motion  was  made  by  V.  P.  Brunclle  to  have  the  results  of  the  negotia- 
tions on  the  compromise  bill  be  accepted.   It  was  seconded  by  V.  P.  McCarthy 
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and  voice  voted,  with  Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  recorded  as  opposed. 

Vice  Pres.  Buffum  spoke  briefly  on  housing  authority  appointment  of  a 
labor  representative,  as  no  one  from  labor  was  on  the  board  at  the  present 
time.   Stated,  appointment  has  to  be  made  within  60  days  after  a  vacancy 
occurs  and  the  Mayor  can  select  one  from  list  of  five  names  submitted  from 
various  unions.   If  no  lists  are  given  within  the  60  day  period,  then  the 
mayor  can  appoint  anyone  he  wishes  from  organized  labor. 

SECRETARY -TREASURER ' S  REPORT 


Secretary-Treasurer  Loughlin  read  both  financial  and  Cope  Reports.   He 
stated  Cope  was  novj   fully  paid  up  to  General  Funds.   Motion  was  made  by  V.  P. 
McSweeney  and  seconded  by  V.  P.  Barron  to  accept  the  report  as  read.   It  was 
so  voted. 

Vice  Pres.  Barron  spoke  for  absent  Exec.V.  P.  Sullivan,  who  he  stated 
had  requested  him  to  inquire  as  to  what  kind  of  a  report  is  made  on  actions 
taken  by  Convention  on  prior  year's  resolutions.   Report  was  made  that  the 
results  of  action  taken  on  resolutions  submitted  to  Convention  are  covered 
in  the  "Proceedings"  for  that  year,  copy  of  which  is  put  in  each  delegate's 
kit  the  following  year.   Motion  was  made  and  carried  that  only  resolutions 
submitted  to  the  Board  be  covered  in  report  to  them.   It  was  seconded  and 
so  voted. 

Exec.  V.  P.  Murray  spoke  briefly  on  the  law  freezing  wages  and  the  un- 
fairness of  the  law  because  it  did  not  include  ceilings  on  interest  rates  and 
profits,  which  similar  legislation  covered  during  W.W.  II. 

Vice  Pres.  McSweeney  made  motion  that  the  Council  go  on  record  that  the 
law  discriminates  against  workers.   It  was  carried  by  voice  vote. 

At  this  point  motion  was  also  made  that  the  Executive  Officers  meet 
with  leadership  of  Great  and  General  Court  to  discuss  matters  of  mutual  in- 
terest.  It  was  carried  by  voice  vote. 

Motion  was  made  and  carried  by  voice  vote  to  have  matter  concerning 
Legislative  Director  Broyer  brought  to  equitable  conclusion  by  Executive 
Officers,  after  consultation  with  attorney. 

President  Camelio  spoke  regarding  Committees  for  the  Convention:   Re- 
quest was  made  that  V.  P.  Rush  be  put  on  Reception  Committee.   Motion  was 
made  by  V,  Pi  Buffum  and  seconded  by  V.  P.  Barron  that  recommendations  of 
persons  for  the  various  committees  be  submitted  in  writing.   It  was  so  voted. 

Vice  Pres.  Khoury  gave  a  talk  on  Apprentice  Training  program.   Said  he 
was  concerned  with  changes  made  by  Commissioner  Buzzell.   Previously,  he 
reported,  an  apprentice  had.  option  of  attending  a  school  other  than  the  one 
in  his  city  or  tov/n  and  reinbursement  vjould  be  made.   This  resulted  in  larger 
classes  in  one  facility  and  concentration  of  program,  with  greater  incentive 
for  the  apprentices.   It  has  now  been  changed  so  that  if  a  city  or  town  does 
have  the  facility  for  such  training,  an  apprentice  would  have  to  attend  same 
in  order  for  the  reinbursement  to  be  made.   This  has  resulted,  in  fragmenta- 
tion of  the  program.   He  said  he  felt  labor  management  concerned  with  such 
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programs  should  contact  members  of  Board  of  Higher  Education,  as  the  neiv 
ruling  affects  the  entire  program.

From  Congressman  Silvio  Conte  re  trade  concessions  granted  to  certain  foreign 
imports  which  affects  economy  and  jobs  in  Massachusetts,   Accepted  and. 
filed.

Legislative  Director  Broyer  said  he  had  difficulty  with  the  Outdoor 
Advertising  Bill,   Delay  of  control  by  cities  and  towns  down  from  8  to  5 
years. 

On  the  Species  feill,  then  in  the  Senate  Ways  &  Means,  he  said  passage 
of  same  Would  result  in  loss  of  3,000  jobs  and  not  only  severely  affect 
shoe  workers  but  dthers  concerned  with  the  manufacture  of  items  made  from 
skins  of  the  animals  involved.   Discussion  followed  and  Vice  Pres.  DeRosa 
said  he  felt  shoe  workers  should  be  alerted  and  they  should  get  in  touch 
with  representatives  and  senators  in  view  of  the  fact  that  other  states 
^  can  make  shoes  of  the  type  involved,  whereas  Massachusetts  would  be 

penalized.   President  Camelio  stated  not  too  many  manufacturers  make  this 
type  of  shoe  due  to  particular  equipment  required  and  worker  to  cut  this 
type  of  material,  which  results  in  high  costs.   Vice  Pres.  Sonsini  re- 
_J   ported  there  is  a  national  movement  on  by  Conservationists  to  abolish  this 
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type  of  material  in  shoes  because  of  the  manner  in  which  the  animals  are 
killed.   It  was  agreed  that  it  was  a  National  and  not  a  local  bill,  and 
Senators  and  Representatives  should  be  so  informed.   Motion  made  and 
seconded  to  accept  Legislative  Director  Broyer ' s  report.   It  was  so  voted. 
Legislative  Director  Broyer  then  left  to  appear  at  the  State  House  re  passage 
of   Offset  Bill. 

COPE  DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

Cope  Director  Callahan  said  he  should  have  finalized  plans  in  the  near 
future  for  the  Guidance  Counsellor's  night,  which  event  is  to  take  place 
on  November  9th  at  Suffolk  University. 

Director  Callahan  reported  that  Laborer's  Union  -  Local  596  -  in  Holy- 
oke  is  now  participating  in  the  Scholarship  program  with  a  $500  award. 

Director  Callahan  said  there  was  a  slight  delay  in  printing  brochure  on 
voter  registration  due  to  Mr.  Gleason,  Secretary  of  State,  being  on  vaca- 
tion.  He  has  to  proofread  questions  and  answers. 

Director  Callahan  also  reported  he  had  met  with  Mrs.  Columbo,  Messrs.

Legislative  Director  Broyer  spoke  briefly  on  the  following  bills: 
Emplojnnent  Agency  Bill  (H-5458)  -  said  attempt  is  being  made  to  have  amount 
covering  jobs  raised  from  $8,000  to  $12,000.   House  Bill  No,  5659  -  now 
House  Bill  No,  5987  -  now  in/^ngrossment .   Bill  S-302  -  now  S-1435  -  in 
Senate  Ways  &  Means.   Senate  107  -  House  5748,  now  Chapter  702,   Senate  103, 
now  Chapter  475,  signed  by  the  Governor.   He  requested  cooperation  of  all  in 
attempt  to  get  the  28-Day  Bill  (S-313)  passed,  which  was  due  for  hearing  within 
a  few  days.   Report  accepted  by  voice  and  vote. 

At  this  point  Attorney  Larry  Locke,  Chairman  of  the  Workmen's  Compensation 
Committee,  addressed  the  Council  and  stressed  the  importance  of  having  S-313 
(the  28-Day  Bill)  passed  due  to  lapse  of  time  between  when  claim  is  filed  and 
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date  of  hearing  with  result  a  member  is  often  forced  to  go  back  to  his  job 
before  compensation  is  received.   He  spoke  briefly  on  the  third-party  suit 
bills  (S-325  and  S-430)  whereby  an  injured  worker  could  bring  suit  against 
a  contractor,  sub-contractor,  or  other  persons  other  than  insured,  when  in- 
jury was  due  to  their  negligence.   He  followed  this  with  a  short  explanation 
of  the  Safety  on  the  Job  bill  stating  standards  of  equipment,  etc.,  are  set 
and  covered  by  legislation.   This  report  accepted  by  voice  vote. 

Secretary-Treasurer  Loughlin  at  this  point  suggested  that  the  Council 
give  Attorney  Larry  Locke  a  vote  of  thanks,  which  was  done.   President 
Camelio  stated  he  would  go  one  step  further  and  recommend  that  a  bonus  of 
$500  be  given  to  Attorney  Locke  for  his  time  and  advice  given  to  the 
Council  on  Workmen's  Compensation  program  during  the  year.

Secretary-Treasurei:  Loughlin  read  the  Financial  Report  for  three  months 
covering  both  General  and  Cope  Funds,  which  were  accepted  as  read.   He  then 
proceeded  to  report  that  the  Council  was  losing  memberships  instead  of  in- 
creasing them  and  felt  various  Internationals  could  make  a  better  showing. 
He  requested  the  cooperation  of  all  to  keep  the  Council  strong.   Report  was 
accepted  by  voice  vote. 

President  Camelio  stated  that  loss  of  membership  of  sonle  sixty  to 
seventy  thousand  members  could  be  accounted  for  by  loss  of  jobs  by  shutdowns 
and  layoffs*   He  requested  those  memberships  affiliated  to  pay  their  per 
caj^ita  tax  in  full,  as  he  said  he  felt  that  there  were  some  affiliations  who 
were  not  fully  paying  their  share  of  per  capita  tax* 

COPE  DIRECTCMR'S  REPORT 


Director  Callahan  reported  on  meeting  of  Guidance  Counsellors  on  Novem- 
ber 9,  1971  at  Suffolk  University,  which  he  said  was  one  of  the  most  success- 
ful ever  held.   About  140  counsellors  attended  and  six  union  representatives 
Panelists  moved  from  room  to  room  and  periods  lasted  for  about  20  minutes. 
These  were  followed  by  social  hour  and  then  dinner.   President  Fulham  of 
Suffolk  University  was  guest  speaker.   President  Camelio  and  Secretary- 
Treasurer  Loughlin  also  addressed  the  counsellors.   Director  Callahan  said 
he  felt  if  there  had  been  a  lack  of  communication  between  labor  and  schools 
it  was  lessened  by  this  meeting.   He  received  many  inquiries  as  to  when 
another  such  meeting  would  be  held. 

Director  Callahan  also  said  plans  had  been  formalized  and  finalized  for 
the  N.  E.  Area  Cope  Conference  to  be  held  on  March  5  and  6,  1972,  which  had 
been  set  up  by  National  COPE.   This  will  be  held  at  the  Statler  Hilton  in 
Boston. 
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COPE   DIRECTOR'S   REPORT    (continued) 

Director  Callahan  also  reported  that  Vice  President  Wall  and  he  had 
discussed  a  meeting  of  COPE  in  the  Western  part  of  the  State  and  arrange- 
ments have  tentatively  been  made  to  hold  the  conference  at  the  Highpoint 
Motor  Inn  on  May  11  and  12,  1972.   Discussions  will  primarily  be  concerned 
with  labor  problems. 

On  the  political  scene,  he  reported  that  at  meeting  held  at  the 
Sonesta  Motel  on  October  27,  correspondence  from  President  George  Meany  had 
requested  more  participation  by  labor  in  the  forthcoming  Convention  in 
1972,  as  only  12%  of  the  delegates  in  the  1968  Convention  represented  labor 
and  he  hoped  that  in  1972  it  would  be  about  25%.   Due  to  creation  of  the 
McGovern  Commission,  President  Abel  of  the  Steelworkers  Union  and  Secretary 
Keenan  of  I.B.E.W.  will  work  with  labor  representatives  desirous  of  attend- 
ing the  Convention.   Massachusetts  is  entitled  to  102  -  107  delegates. 
February  29,  1972  is  the  last  day  for  filing.   Election  date  has  not  been 
set  at  the  present  time. 

Director  Callahan  stated  he  had  sent  a  letter  to  the  new  Democratic 
State  Chairman,  Mr.  Charles  Flaherty,  requesting  a  meeting  with  him  of 
the  Executive  Officers  and  himself. 

Director  Callahan  reported  on  a  non-profit  organization  -  called  the 
Colonial  Educational  Foundation  -  in  the  process  of  formation,  with 
courses  to  be  given  by  audio-television  (Channel  56  has  expressed  an  in- 
terest).  This  organization  could  be  considered  as  a  "school  without 
walls"  for  anyone  who  wishes  to  further  their  education  on  a  college  level. 
Certificates  and  not  diplomas  would  be  issued  for  the  courses  taken.   The 
matter  of  financing  is  holding  up  the  program.   The  organizers  are  against 
receiving  money  from  the  U,  S.  Department  of  Defense,  as  they  feel  any 
monies  received  might  lead  to  concern  by  students  if  it  came  from  any  seg- 
ment of  the  military.

In  response  to  request  for  speakers,  Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  has  consented  to 
speak  at  Brookline  High  School;  Edward  Sullivan  said  he  would  speak  at  Babson 
College,  and  Director  Callahan  said  he  will  speak  at  Harvard  College. 

On  November  3rd,  Director  Callahan  said  he,  President  Camelio,  and  Sec.-Treas, 
Loughlin  met  with  the  new  Chairman  of  the  State  Democratic  Committee,  Representa- 
tive Charles  Flaherty,   In  their  meeting  the  Chairman  told  them  no  decision  has 
been  made  on  manner  in  which  delegates  to  the  Democratic  Convention  will  be  se- 
lected.  He  informed  them  the  State  Committee  would  meet  on  December  18th  and  they 
would  again  meet  with  him  on  December  20   to  discuss  labor's  role  and  number  of 
delegates  to  be  sent  to  the  Convention. 

Director  Callahan  reported  he  met  with  a  Mr.  William  Geoghegan',  a  member  of 
Senator  Muskie's  staff,  who  informed  him  it  is  the  intention  of  Senator  Muskie 
to  enter  slates  in  all  Congressional  Districts,   Mr.  Geoghegan  requested  support 
of  the  Council  but  Director  Callahan  told  him  that  the  Council  could  not  in- 
dependently support  a  presidential  candidate  but  must  wait  until  decision  is  made 
by  our  National  office  as  to  which  candidate  the  AFL-CIO  will  select. 

Director  Callahan  stated  he  had  requested  a  letter  from  Secretary  Davoren  in 
support  of  our  voter  registration  program.   He  also  reported  he  had  received  re- 
quest for  assistance  to  minority  groups  throughout  the  country  but  the  MSLC 
support  is  given  exclusively  to  two  organizations  -  Front  Lash  and  A*  Philip 
Randolph  Institute. 

Motion  made  and  seconded  to  accept  Cope  Director's  report.   It  was  so  voted.

Sec.-TreaSo  Loughlin  reported  that  he  had  sent  letters 
to  the  three  major  newspapers  in  Boston  in  response  to  Mr.  Zack's  request  but  no 
rebuttal  editorials  had  appeared  in  the  newspapers „   President  Camelio  and  Exec. 
V.  Po  Murray  both  reiterated  that  no  disrespect  had  been  shown  to  the  President. 
President  Camelio  stated  that  President  Nixon  had  come  to  the  Convention  with  no 
thought  of  labor's  interest  in  mind  or  to  come  to  any  agreement.   Vice  Pres. 
McSweeney  expressed  the  opinion  that  we  have  an  anti -labor  Congress  in  office, 
because  of  the  powers  given  to  President  Nixon.   President  Camelio  stated  that  the 
Democratic  party  should  decide  what  their  program  will  be  in  the  forthcoming  Con- 
vention and  select  a  candidate  labor  could  support.   Also  he  stated  the  Democratic 
party  should  give  careful  consideration  to  candidates  for  Congress,  in  view  of  past 
performance. 

President  Camelio  reported  that  Exec.V.  P.  Murray  had  been  appointed  to  work 
with  Legislative  Director  Broyer  starting  as  of  January  1,  1972. 

Franklin  Murphy,  Regional  Director,  was  introduced  as  guest  to  the  Christmas 
Council  Meeting.   He  congratulated  the  Council  for  their  work  in  the  legislative 
field  and  other  activities  and  offered  support  of  his  organization  in  connection 
with  the  1972  elections.   President  Camelio  expressed  thanks  of  the  Council  for 
his  message  of  optimism. 

Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  reported  Exec.  V.  P.  Sullivan  was  at  the  Carney  Hospital 
for  an  operation.   Also  that  Al  McGlynn  was  at  the  Morton  Hospital  in  Taunton. 

A  lengthy  discussion  was  held  on  price  and  wage  freeze.   It  was  the  decision 
of  the  Council  members  that  a  telegram  should  be  sent  to  House  members  requesting 
they  vote  for  the  retroactivity  bill  as  passed  by  the  Senate.   Motion  made  and 
seconded  that  resolution  be  sent  to  Mass.  Congressmen  asking  them  to  support  the 
Retroactivity  Bill  as  passed  by  the  Senate  and  copy  of  the  resolution  and  accom- 
panying letter  be  sent  to  N.  E,  Councils.   It  was  so  voted.
